The debate on General Logan's army 


bill brings out some curious facts regard- 
ing tho size of the army, as compared 
witb thoEe of other countries. It is now 
25,000, and the bill proposes to put it at 
30,000. Twenty countries m;iintain larger 
armies than ours, though at much smaller 
proportionate cost. 
For instance, the 


standing army ot Turkey io six times as 
large as our*, and it costs only S23,000,- 
000 lor its maintenance, against 840,000,- 
000 for our own. 
Spain's regular army 


ot 152,000, costs only 825,000,000 to main- 
tain, against $-10,000,000.for our army ot 
25,000. Great Britain's army oC 181,000, 
cosls for its maintenance S'JO.OOO.OOO. 
Austria-Hungary's army of 281,000, only 
ooete SCO.000,000 a year. 
France is set 


down at over 200,000 in her regular army, 
costing 5121,000,000 U> sustain it, and 
Germany 445,000, at an auaanl coat of 
381,000,000.

THE BLAIR JiDUCATIONAL BILL- 


There is hardly a point that can be 


riised in favor of the Blair educational 
biJl. The principle of the bill is bad. 
Its provisions 
arc unjust It 
taxes 


twenty-three states for the special benefit 
of fifteen. It provides for a sort of a hot- 
house plan of education, for this reason 
that the Blair bill will havo the effect to 
check tho growth of a healthy education 
which oomea from o vigorous state aid- 
It the southern states find that the 
national government will support their 
tchools, the states will do but very little 
in that direction. It was stated in. a 
upecial from the eonth to the Chicago 
Tribune the other day, that as a fair 
illustration of this point, the legislature 
of Georgia, which was abont to vote an 
additional tar of one-ECtli ot 1 per cent, 
po as to keep tho schools open nix njonths, 
at onoo dropped the mutter when the 
news came that there was a likelihood the 
national government would opea an ed- 
ucational soup-house for its benefit. 
It 


Is the opinion ot men who understand 
the question of educatiou in tho south 
that tho proposed Blair law will be a 
positive detriment to ths common schools 
ot the south. 


There is another point connected with 


this question which is well worth con- 
sidering. The bill seeks to appropriate 
aovonty-eeven million dollars. A greater 
part of tliis will go to tho southern stales 
where illiteracy more generally prevails 
than io the north, but in the south as 
•well as in tho north, the illiterates are 
above 21 years of a^o. and (.•ousequently 
can not receive any ndvantii^o from the 
appropriation. 


Then as a piece ot uujust taxation it is 


ES monotonous as any bill which hua 
come before cougref« for many years. 
Thb Washington Post illuitrates this 
feature ot the bill in thia wise:

The article is used 
Ertquontly in coloring things iu common 
use—as children's playthings, confec- 
tionery, etc. It has novor boon considered 
an active poison, but experience has 
shown that it does poison with fatal 
results, or leaves a disease ot a very 
serious nature.

oases of fatal poisoning, tho symptoms 
and conditions of which Dr. Clark days 
positively wore identical with those of 
tbo Ford children. 


After Prof. Smith's report upon the 


dangorons properties of the candy, Dr 
Clark reported tho case of tbo Ford chil- 
dren and the results of Prof. Smith's ex- 
amination of 'ttho candy to the state 
health officer, urging him to investigate 
the matter and seek to proveot tbo man 
nfacture and sale of poisonous confec 
tionery in tho state, 


Tho state health officer has offered his 


assistance in tbo matter, and it is likolj 
that Dr. Clark's commendob!e effort* 
will result in good to the health ot chil- 
dren particularly ot our state.
